Assembling Uppers 
Next the parts are “skived,” which 
means that the edges are smoothed 
and rounded by machinery.

follows a variety of “closing 
ma­ 
chines,” each of which joins some of 
the associated parts until at last the 
upper is brought together ready for 
putting in the sole. 
The two quar 
tors (upper sides) of the shoe are 
stitched to the vamp, the welt is put 
in, and the other parts are quickly ad­ 
justed. 
The lining is also put in in 
this department. 
A Human Machine 
The first machine to attract par­ 
ticular attention was the “Consoli­ 
dated Hand Method 
Lasting 
Ma­ 
chine.” 
The last is placed in the 
shoe, and this machine by a method 
so clever as to inspire the belief that 
it has human intelligence, binds down 
and fastens the sole. 
The machines 
are not ’sold, but are rented only on 
royalties, and the combined royalties 
amount to nearly a million and a half 
dollars annually.

Next was seen the “Old McKay 
Stitcher,” the machines that revolu­ 
tionized the shoe making business.

A young man cutting heels with a 
pressed leather mallet and chisel at­

The pegging machine, another at­ 
tractive novelty to the visitors, drives 
pegs at the rate of 350 per minute and 
never misses or breaks one. 
A thin 
strip of wood is fed into the machine, 
and it not only drives the pegs, but 
moulds and fashions them as it per 
forms its other work.

screw machine, working like the peg­ 
ging machine but cutting and driv 
ing brass brads instead of wooden 
pegs, was also seen in operation.
